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Collecting Slogan Postmarks 


OST collectors who have given 
M up general collecting to special- 

ize in the United States or some 

foreign country eventually find 
it difficult to add new varieties. While 
some can content themselves by collect- 
ing minor varieties as plate flaws, shades, 
etc., many of us have little interest in 
such detailed study. Fortunately, the 
number of side lines to 
one’s regular collection has 
kept pace with the need. 
The collecting of slogan 
postmarks or cancellations is 
one of these many side lines P 
that has grown in popularity 
in recent years. 

Slogan cancellations are 
in general use thruout the 
world and one has only to 
examine a cheap foreign 
mixture to find many kinds. 
This article will be limited 
to slogans used in the North 
American Continent, partic- 
ularly those of the United 
States and Canada. 

What is generally consid- 
ered the first slogan post- 
mark used in the United 
States was that for the Uni- 
versal Postal Congress, held 
in Washington, D. in 
1897. This is now quite a 
desirable item. Previous to 
this time hand stamp slo- 
gans had seen a limited use 
but they were really the 
fore-runners of our present 
slogans. In 1899 a slogan 
was used for the National 
Export Exposition in Phila- 
delphia. From this time un- 
til about 1918, the variety of 
slogans was rather limited, 
their use being confined, for 
the most part, to inter- 
national expositions and 
world war propaganda. In 
the early twenties the num- 
ber of slogans became pro- 
fuse, many being issued for 
events of purely local inter- 
est. Since that time, the 
Post Office Department has taken a 
much more conservative attitude in 
granting requests for new slogan can- 
cellations. In recent years comparatively 
few new varieties have appeared. 

While most of these slogans have long 
since become obsolete, a search thru old 
letters that have been stored away will 
reveal many varieties. An inquiry among

fellow collectors will also help in adding 
new items. The slogans of the world war 
were in general use and make an 
especially interesting group. Many of 
them are far from scarce. 

In cases where the slogans are of 
older types, or even recent where the 
covers are of special interest, the entire 
cover should be preserved. Others may 
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be cut from the envelope, a 2 by 4 inch 
cut-out being a good size upon which 
to standardize. For mounting cut-outs, 
a standard 8'% by 11 loose leaf note- 
book with blank pages is convenient. 
Covers may be mounted in the same 
album using light card board for pages, 
or any cover album is satisfactory. 
Either cut-outs or covers may be readily 


















filed if such a system is preferred to 
mounting. 

An interesting method for mounting a 
collection is to divide the slogans into 
groups. Catalogs are usually made up 
by alphabetic listing which is a more 
fool-proof system as at times there is an 
overlapping of groups making it difficult 
to decide just where a certain slogan 
belongs. The following 
classification, with examples, 
is suggested altho some of 
these groups may be sub- 
divided to advantage.

used extensively by department stores 
altho everything from life insurance to 
resistance wire may be found on these 
meters. Some private meter slogans are 
not of an advertising nature, as “Fight 
Tuberculosis with Christmas Seals” used 
by the May Co. in Cleveland. 


Another class of special cancellations 
which are not slogans, strictly speaking, 
are those used for Philatelic Exhibitions, 
Stations, etc. 

The slogan postmarks of our neighbor, 
Canada, are fully as interesting as our 
own. The earliest slogan the writer has 
is one commemorating 60 years of reign 
by Queen Victoria, 1837-1897 from 
Montreal, June 21, 1897. Canadian slo- 
gans have been in extensive use since 
about 1912 and at present many more 
varieties are being used than in this 
country. Canadian slogans do not lend 
themselves as readily to classification by 
groups as our own. Many cities and 
towns have used slogans to advertise 
events of local interest, so an alphabetic 
listing of cities in each province is a con- 
venient manner of mounting a collection. 
As a few examples of these slogans — 
Alberta: Calgary Winter Carnival, Feb. 
11-16 (1924); Edmonton Exhibition, 
August 11-16, 1913. British Columbia: 
Plan to Attend Fat Stock Show, Kam- 
loops, B. C. Manitoba: Australian Na- 
tional Band at Brandon Exhibition, July 
4-8 (1927). New Brunswick: Moncton 
First Maritime Air Pageant, July 1st and 
2nd, 1929. Nova Scotia: Provincial Ex- 
hibition, Halifax, Sept. 3-11, 1913. On- 
tario: Made-in-Guelph Exhibition at 
Guelph Armoury, May 8-13, 1922. Prince 
Edward Island: See Exhibition, Char- 
lottetown, Postal Booth, Sept. 30-Oct. 3 
(1924). Quebec: Third Canadian Phila- 
telic Exhibition, Montreal (1925). Sas- 
katchewan: Saskatchewan Musical Fes- 
tival, Moose Jaw, May 23-25 (1928). 
Many slogans from Montreal and Que- 
bec are in both English and French, and 
some are in French alone. Several Can- 
adian events, as the Canadian National 
Exhibition and the Royal Winter Fair 
are advertised yearly thru slogans from 
Toronto. 

Various services of the Canadian Post 
Office Department are advertised freely 
on slogans. Some are illustrated, the 
“Mail Early, be Sure Your Gifts Arrive 
in Time” shows Santa Claus with a 
bundle of packages. Others are; Advise 
Correspondents of Your Correct Address, 
Place Return Address on All Mail, Post

The 
World War slogans are similar to our own, 
as, Save Your Money—Buy War Savings 
Certificates, Buy Victory Bonds to the 
Limit of Your Ability, Keep Our Farms 
and Factories Busy — Buy Victory 
Bonds. Other Canadian slogans fall into 
a miscellaneous class, some of which are 
unique. Just to name a few: Learn to 
Swim, Learn Life Saving; Work and Pro- 
vide Work to Reduce Unemployment; 
Help the Man-A-Block Campaign; Have 
Faith in the West; Remember the Na- 
tional Fish Day, Feb. 9 (1921); Observe 
Sunday; Vote Election Day, Vote as You 
Please, But Vote. 

Some of the slogans used by other 
neighbors are: Newfoundland: Food Will 
Win the War—Don’t Waste It; Prevent 
Forest Fires—Save Our Forests. Baha- 
mas: Come to Nassau, Bahamas, Ideal 
Tourist Resort. Bermuda: Come to Ber- 
muda the Isles of Rest. Cuba: (in En- 
glish and Spanish) Buy Cuban Sugar; 
Smoke Cuban Cigars, the Best in the 
World; The Only Genuine Havana Ci- 
gars are Those Made in Cuba.

STANDARD CATALOGUE OF AIR 
POST STAMPS, 1938 Edition, Nicolas 
Sanabria, Inc., Publishers, 17 E. 42nd 
St., New York City, 577 pp., price $2.00 
clothbound, $4.00 de luxe edition, Ed- 
ited by Nicolas Sanabria and Harry M. 
Konwiser. The new edition of the Stand- 
ard Airpost Catalogue was issued the 
first week of January and except that it 
is larger by some 70 pages than the 


1937 edition, is of the same size and 
general appearance. As before the book 
is printed on a high grade book paper, 
halftone cuts illustrating every type of 
stamp and surcharge.

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For years the Secret Service division 
of the Treasury Department has care- 
fully seen to it that a bill of this nature 
did not pass Congress. However with 
the growing popularity of stamp collect- 
ing and the Government’s interest in the 
philatelic side of America, Treasury 
officials with P. O. officials finally agreed 
to the measure after a series of long 
conferences. 

Incidentally the Bill provides for the 
reproduction of foreign postage and rev- 
enue stamps with the former reproduced 
without defacement, and the latter so 
reproduced so that they are not adapted 
or intended for use as stamps. 

It is expected that the reproduction 
of United States stamps in newspapers 
and periodicals must not be more than 
three-fourths under, nor less than one 
and a quarter above the size of the 
stamp illustrated. 

No doubt the next stamp issued by 
the Post Office Department, which is 
expected sometime next month, will be 
fully illustrated instead of in part as 
was required in the past.

James Monroe 





FIFTH PRESIDENT—1817-1825 


Born, 1758, Westmoreland County, 
Va. Died 1831. Monroe served as a 
lieutenant in the Continental Army dur- 
ing the early part of the war but retired 
after the battle of Monmouth in 1778 
and took up the service again only when 
his state was invaded in 1781. After the 
war he held various positions and in 
1803 assisted in the negotiations for the 
purchase of the Louisiana Territory from 
France, for which he is honored with his 
portrait on the 3c of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase issue of 1904. He was twice Gov- 
ernor of Virginia, Secretary of State and 
of War during the War of 1812, when 
he personally guaranteed the expense of 
defending New Orleans. In 1823 he took 
an important step to guarantee the in- 
dependence of the new republics in 
South and Central America by the Mon- 
toe Doctrine, a document declaring that 
foreign powers were no longer to con- 
sider the western hemisphere as open to 
aggression or colonization. Monroe’s 
terms of office are exemplary in that he 
brought the country through the difficult 
transition from war to peace with great 
credit to his statesmanship. His sole 
other appearance on our stamps has been 
on the 10c of the current series, which 
was issued on the centenary of the 
Monroe Doctrine, 1923. 


The site of the plantation of Wake- 
field, where George Washington was 
born, is postally known as Washington’s 
Birthplace, the postoffice of that name 
being established at the time of the 
Washington Bicentennial. R. R. Walk- 
er of Richmond suggests we publish this 
as there is now a post office named 
Wakefield, located in Sussex County, 
Virginia. The Postmaster of Washing- 
ton’s Birthplace, Virginia, is having a 
cachet for Feb. 22nd. Covers should be 
sent stamped and ready to go.

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A Veteran of Both Sides of the Civil War 









portraits, that of Sir Henry Morton Stanley, whose exploits as a news- 

paper correspondent and explorer were for many years headline items in 
newspapers of the world. Born in Wales in 
1841, his father’s name being Rowlands, he 
was orphaned at the age of two. He lived 
with relatives for a time and eventually at the 
age of 18 shipped as a cabin boy to New Or- 
leans. There he worked for a merchant named 
Stanley, whose name he took as his own. The 
Civil War breaking out shortly afterward when 
Stanley happened to be in the strongly South- 
ern state of Arkansas, he enlisted in the Con- 
federate Army, though his sympathies were 
more with the North than with the South. At 
the great battle of Shiloh in western Tennes- 
see in April, 1862, young Stanley was captured 
and sent to a Federal prison. After two 
months of prison life he decided life in the 
army could be an improvement, so joined the 
Federal artillery. Severe illness caused his 
discharge from the service shortly afterward 
and he returned to Wales to rest. The ad- 
venture of the war still appealed and in 1864 
he re-enlisted, this time in the Federal navy. 
Here he won fame for swimming 500 yards un- 
der fire to fasten a line. Thus inside of two 
years he served in the Federal and Confederate Armies and the Federal Navy! 

At the close of the war Stanley resumed his newspaper work, going to Asia 
Minor as a correspondent and returning to America in 1867, to cover the Indian 
troubles in the West. His life from then on included a series of exploration 
work and reporting in little known places of the globe. He accompanied the 
British expedition into Abyssinia in 1868, and then in 1869, was assigned by 
James Gordon Bennett of the New York Herald to find David Livingstone, the 
explorer, who was believed lost in Central Africa. 

In Africa he had many adventures, too numerous to mention here in detail. 
He descended the Congo river from its source at Lake Tanganyika to its 
mouth, a journey of over 1500 miles, being the first white man to do so. The 
falls at Stanleyville, shown on Congo stamps from 1894 to 1915, are named 
for him, first white man to see them. In 1879, he undertook the exploration 
and colonization of the territory now known as Belgian Congo, under the aus- 
pices at the time of the African International Association of which King Leo- 
pold II of Belgium was head. Until 1907, the Congo was in theory at least, 
an independent state which Leopold II treated as his own property. The 
great cruelty which was practiced on the natives, decimating them, brought 
world-wide condemnation on the King for permitting such atrocities after he 
was fully informed of their continuance. Of this bitter criticism Stanley 
received a great deal, because much of it was done by subordinates at the 
time he was in Africa. So strong was this feeling, especially in England, that 
at Stanley’s death in 1904, although the funeral was held in Westminster Abbey, 
the dean of the Abbey refused to allow Stanley to be buried.in the resting 
place of England’s famous, though Stanley had been knighted.

The inverted surcharge error of the 
10c on 15c recent Swiss Airmail stamp 
is being offered in London at $125 each. 
Only 50 copies are known to exist, as 
one full sheet of 50 stamps were sold 
over the counter of the much publicized 
mobile post office last August 14th when 
the motor car was at the Baden Motor 
Rally. Would-be purchasers of the errors 
literally mobbed the postoffice when 
someone discovered that their copies of 
the new airmail stamp had the surcharge 
inverted, and the remainder of the sheet 
was sold in a matter of a few minutes.

handstamp over the holidays on most of 
the values up to the 50c including the 
10c and 15c special delivery. On their 
new U-121 handstamp only about a half- 
dozen values were precancelled. 


Early Use of Precancels 





An interesting and highly informative 
talk was given before the January 11th 
meeting of The Collectors Club of Wash- 
ington by Nelson B. Wentzel, Director 
of Classification, Post Office Department. 
Mr. Wentzel related some history of 
early usage of precancels that while it 
may have been known heretofore is none 
the less interesting. Among points made 
by Mr. Wentzel was that prior to 1903 
all precancelling was done at local post- 
masters’ expense and that permits 
were rarely issued for use of precancels. 
The first general instructions for use of 
precancels was included in a circular of 
May 23, 1903, which in general required 
a monthly mailing of 25,000 identical 
pieces, not less than 1,000 to be mailed 
in any one day. On April 1, 1909, the 
rules were liberalized to permit mailings 
as small as 2,000. In July, 1913, this 
limit was lowered to 500 pieces, not nec- 
essarily identical and in September the 
limit was omitted entirely for third and 
fourth class mail. The act of May 29, 
1928, was quoted as bringing in the pres- 
ent large use of 1c for circular mailings. 
Other facts quoted were that since 1911 
postmasters have been permitted to use 
precancels at parcel post windows dur- 
ing the Christmas holiday season, and 
that in Chicgo there are 29,000 precancel 
permit holders.

No 
special stamps were issued apparently as 
only regular New Zealand stamps and 
airmails now current were used on covers 
seen. Cachet was in purple, consisting 
of the three line inscription, “New 
Zealand-U.S.A.— First Air Mail — De- 
cember, 1937” in a box, but no indica- 
tion that cachet was an official one.

A newspaper clipping at hand dated 
New York, Dec. 25th, reports a private 
“stamp” produced by one Albert M. 
Wharfield, a New York advertising man, 
who was interviewed regarding the stamp 
in the observation ward of Bellevue 
Hospital. The “stamp” is four by six 
inches, horizontal format and includes 
in its design many symbols that would 
cause a riot if adopted by the Post Of- 
fice Dept.—which Mr. Wharfield has 
been trying to accomplish. 

The design in the words of its crea- 
tor: “Santa Claus of course represents 
Industry, riding the G. O. P. elephant 
which has just stepped into the Wagner 
Act beartrap. Cannibals lurking in the 
grass can represent anything you like, 
although personally I had the National 





Labor Relations Board in mind. The 
grass huts in the distance effectively 
symbolize the combined efforts of the 
Federal Housing Administration and the 
slum clearance projects.” Other sym- 
bols were explained as representing the 
C. I. O., ete. After reading the full de- 
scription, it seems a waste of:+space to 
state the scene of the interview. The 
remainders were reported sold to a wall 
paper dealer. Maybe our present U. S. 
designs aren’t so bad after all, if this is 
typical of the suggestions made.
